Main ingredients of the Chung cake are 
glutinous rice, pork meat, and mung 
beans wrapped in a square of bamboo 
leaves or banana leaves that will give 
the rice a green color after boiling. 

The sticky rice must be very good and 
was soaked in water in the previous day. 
Rice cake is wrapped in square shape, 
and the wrapping power must be neither 
tight nor loose. Then the cake will be 
boiled in about 12 hours by wood.

once a week. 


¢ Happily married 
Meaning: After you’re no longer newlyweds, you’re just “a mar- 
ried couple”. It’s common for married people to call themselves 
“happily married”: 
E.g. I’m happily married, with two kids, a boy and a girl. 


¢ Partners 
Meaning: Some people in a serious relationship never get mar- 
ried. This might be because they don’t think marriage is a good 
idea.

E.g. My partner and I took a trip to Italy last year.
